It is in the nature of the establishm ent of a 
universal state that a defeat m ust not be per­ 
m itted to be accepted as perm anent. The reason 
tor this axiom is that defeats indicate bad plan­ 
ning, bad execution, incorrect analyses of condi­ 
tions. W hereupon the countries on the periphery 
of empire look to their possibilities to make up 
for the failure quickly. Conversely, it was only 
after the United States was defeated in Korea 
that country after country became neutralist 
which is a polite form for an increasing affinity 
for Russia, the degree not always measureable. 
Jacobo Abenz of Guatemala put the finger on 
the United States as the author of his disaster. 
Therefore in the logic of history, the United 
States in Guatemala won a victory over the 
Soviet Universal State in its first m ajor effort to 
establish a Communist country on the American 
continents. There had been previous abortive ef­ 
forts. 
Arbenz said: 
“W orkers, peasants, patriots, friends, people of 
Guatemala, Guatemala is undergoing a very hard 
trial. Two weeks ago a cruel w ar was unleased 
against Guatemala; apparently no Government is 
responsible for it. That does not mean we don’t 
know who unleased this aggression against our 
beloved country*. 
The United Fruit Company, 
the U. S. monopolies, in connivance with U. S. gov­ 
erning circles, are responsible for what is hap­ 
pening to us.” 
He added: 
“I say goodbye, n y friends, with bitter sor­ 
row, but still firm in my convictions. Preserve 
what has been so costly; 10 vears of struggle, 
tears, and sacrifice, of democratic gains, are many 
years to gainsay history. I have not been confuted 
by the enemy’s argum ents, but by the m aterial 
means for the destruction of G uatem ala.” 
And he ended with a typical Russian Commu­ 
nist salute: 
“W ith the satisfaction of a man who believes 
he has done his duty, with faith in the future, I 
say: “Long live the October Revolution!

CENTURY Of’ PSYCHIATRIC TEACHING 
To these of us who think of psychiatry as a 
very modern science, it may come as a surprise 
to learn that as early as 1854 at Queen’s Univer­ 
sity, Kingston, Canada, there were facilities for 
the teaching of psychiatry. Of course, they were 
limited, in this case to a small number of crim ­ 
inally insane patients who were being cared for 
in the basement of the Kingston Penitentiary. A 
year later, 1855, no doubt as a result of pressure 
on the part of the medical profession and the 
public generally, the Dominion government pur­ 
chased an estate just west of Kingston and on this 
site erected Rockwood Hospital. 
Psychiatric teaching in those early days ad­ 
vised “no restraint,” a policy which unfortunately 
was not generally accepted. Treatm ent around 
1850 still recommended blood lettings and the 
application of leeches in acute mania. Emetics 
(which cause vomiting) were considered useful 
at the time and also sedatives such as opium and 
others. A quaint note of advice of the time was 
that “pleasant to take, advantageous in its tonic 
effects, and conducive to sound sleep in violent 
mania is a bottle of the best Scotch Ale or Dublin 
Stout; no strait jacket in the world will con­ 
tribute better to quietness and repose.” 
Medical journals and newspaper periodicals 
had been 
advocating humane 
and reasonable 
treatm ent for the insane and deplored the use 
of strait jackets, forcing patients to do things 
against their will and sometimes even beating. 
At Rockwood, in 1878 restraint was gradually 
abolished. The superintendent, Dr. John Dickson, 
in 1888 introduced the idea of occupational therapy 
as well as other valuable reforms.
